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(Prologue - All the World's a Stage 
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With a similar feeling of excitement 
when the curtain rises in the theatre, 
an audience is waiting when each in- 
dividual ventures into the world. 
Each person’s approach at his en- 
trance is unique; the strategies range 
from quiet tentativeness to bold fer- 
vor. The first role we play is of a 
helpless and often demanding baby, 
and as we grow older, we experience 
some exciting and frightening role 
changes. Our accummulated experi- 
ences alter our characters, making 
them more complex. We are in a con- 
stant quest for the identity most 
suitable for ourselves, experimenting 
with one role and then another just as 
an actor will try to play different 
characters to see which type he feels 


most comfortable as. In school we at- 
tempt at being leaders or followers or 
even both by joining clubs, partici- 
pating in sports, and challenging our- 
selves academically to discover where 
our skills and interests are which will 
eventually be used to determine the 
roles that we will play. As on the stage 
of a live theatre, any mistakes we 
make can not be erased, but the stage 
of the world contains many contin- 
uous interwoven stories that are writ- 
ten only as events occur; therefore, we 
have more freedom and what will 
happen is often a mystery. In this 
book, parts of your story and some of 
your roles have been recorded so that 
you may be your own audience.

Good evening. Tonight, our grad- 
uating class celebrates the Com- 
mencement.
